We Européuns were then, by the 
request of the Lieut..Commanier of the Ugiri, 
invited to come on bourd the destroyer by Mr. 
Kyosuke Eto, a staff officor of the Imperial

having then heard our account of the Joss of tho 
8.8. Hpxang and onr sojourn at Port Arthur 
asked us if we were in uny need of food or water 


to take us across to Chefoo ; and gathoring that |. 


we did stand in nood of bread, ho and his officors 
most genorously gave us.o laze cuse of ship’s 
biscuits, seven tins of cornod beef, two tins of 
jam,.a bottle of Worcester sauce, about a dozen 
quart bottles of beer, and many bottles of Hirano’ 
water, « packet of candles, two large blankets,

repairs, they are under German control. The 
ceremony .of healing down the flag was. per- 
formed with alll due formality, first on the 
shattered Gzarevitch, and later the same cere:

FATAL FLOODS. . 

Ruin fell in torrents, accompanied by thunder 
and lightning, on the 10th instant in Shin-Hing 
district.

and o half north of Kaiming Island off the 

Shantmg Promontory, Chins, on the ground 
that sho carried contraband of war. Theso 
facts are manifest from the statements of 
Inouye Toshio, commanding officer of tho 
Hongkong-a aru, the report of ;Sub-Lioutenant 
Kamu Yosumasa, who boarded und searched 
the stournex Heiping, the minutes of the exami- 
nation of R. MoLaren, master, E. B. Hays, 
chief mate, and Ho Mei-sen and Go E-mei, 
Chinsso compradores of the steamer, and also 
from the certificate of registry, bills of lading, 
and tho manifest of cargo. In considering the 
case, the Court finds that the place where the 
stesmor was captared by the Hongkong was on 
the ligh sous, being about six miles and o half 
north of Kaiming Island off tho Shontung 
Proncntory, China, and that the action of the 
commanding ‘officer, of the Jongkong-mar, 
who seized the steamer, together with the 
cargo, is lawful, considering that the cargo 
wos intended to be supplied to the Russian 
Arny ond Navy—that is to soy, it. was contra- 
Pani of war, since the most part of the carjzo 
conisted of. lead,:iron, silver currency, rico, 
flour, wines, timber, &c., destined for New- 
‘chymg, territory in Russian occupation. Since 
noms of the goods to be considered contraband 
of var, however, belong to the Kaiping Mining 
Company, the-owners of tho steamer, sad there 
heing no evidence to conclude that, ‘the steamer 
shipped tho contraband of war by frandulent 
mens, it ia proper to relesse the steumor. The

HOW RUSSTANS TREAT CHINESE 
IN MANCHURIA. 


On the 2nd of ‘August Majors Chang Kuo- 
ching and Chao Fu-hui, commanding two 
squadrons of the Tartur-Genoral Tseng Chii’s 
mounted police, left Mukden with their two 
squadrons for a place called Husngshantso, in 
hilly country some miles cast of Mukden. They 
intended to capture bandits, having heard that 
a body of them had been seen in that vicinity. 
Instead of meeting mounted bandits the police- 
men were surrounded by a large body of 
Cossacks, who at once proceededto disarm them, 
taking away also the ponies, saddles, and kit 
from the cowardly ‘Manchu policemen. The 
Cossacks charged the Manchus with being 
mounted bandits, or Hunghutse, and the police- 
men submitted to being disarmed and buffeted 
about, and flogged ot random with the 
terrible Cossack knotted whips, without a 


murmur or attempt to resent their 
rough treatment. Had the true Hung- 
hutse been met by these Cossacks, the 


latter would really have thought thrice before, 
attempting to maltreat these noted bandits, who 
on the other hand would be the last to submit 
to disarmament, even when surrounded by. a 
superior force. The lambliixe qualities of these 
Manchu policemen were a sufficient guarautee 
to the Russians that they were the Tarter- 
General Ts6ng Chi's “braves,” and no other. 
Theso brave policemen were ot the time of 
writing stil! held under guard by the Russians, 
in spite of Tséng Chi's abjoct prayers that his

It is 
surmised that spies of the bandits in Shavghai 
learning of the destination of the treasure 
informed their fellow bandits with the sbore 
resnlt. Besides the money tho bandits carried 
off soverat hundrad dollars’ worth of clothing, 
watoles and jewallory. The country people living 
near the cotton yarn hong tried to’ call tbe 
attontion of twe gun, or guard, boats lying s 
short way down the Soochow Creek, by beating 
Krongs, bat the crow strangely paid no attention 
to them, allowing the robbers to leave the plico 
unmolested, On the samo night a family living 
in the samo western district, at the western end 
of Teku ‘Road, was also visited by armed 
Cesperado s, who carried off a quantity of 
jewellery and clothes. They are suspected of 
belongiag to the same band whore exploits hve 
been toted above.—.¥.-C. Daily News.

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JAPANESE TOBACCO TRADE. 


Among the passengers who loft Yokohama 
by the Emprevs of China on ‘the 12th instant 
was Mr. F. M. Jonas, a tobacco expert who has 
been a resident of Japan for the past oiht or 
nine years, being latterly in the service of the 
Osaka Tobacco Company, but who now loses his 
engegement in consequence of the Tobacco 
Manufacturing Monopoly established by the 
Government. “Mr. Jonas is one of the victims 
of the determination of the Government to go 
into business, for it is scarcely necessary to my 
that an application made for compensation was 
politely refused, He took a very active part in 
the ugitation against the Tobacco Monoprly 
long before it was dotermined to extond the 
Monopoly to include manufucturing. He advis- 
ed the Government to try first the mothod of 
passing the tobacco through Government boniled 
warehouses and collecting’a tax on consumption 
by qeight.: There ean be little’ doubt that by 
this method the Government would have. obtain- 
ed all the revenue it required without invading |- 
the industrial field. but the Finuncial Depart 
mont was wedded to the system of a Regie as vet 
forth in the bulky volume devoted to this ques- 
tion in the French laws, and peraisted in carry- 
ing outa measure which is likely to be of very 
doubtful success as a means, of carzing 
revenue.—Kobe Chronicle.
